Among Causes for Shingles 
Are Overwork and Worry

FEW nights ago I observed th* wif« of a 


prominent Senator holding her side and giv- 
ing evidence of discomfort or real pain. 


When I asked about it she said she was suffering 
from "shingles." 


The backbone is made up of a group of bones, 


! called the vertebrae. Placed as they are. one above 
j another, they form the vertebral column. Through 
| the centre of this column is a cavity, known as the 
] spinal canal. This is occupied by the spinal cord, 
an important part of the central nervous system. 


Springing from the spinal cord are a lot of 


spinal nerves. They escape from the spinal canal through the openings 
in the many \ertebra0 of the back-4- 
bone. 


The spinal nerves go out to supply 


all parts of the body. Certain ones 
go to the muscles and others go to 
the skm.

Just as an injury to. or disease 


of. the roots of a. tree will manifest 
itself by loss o£ foliage, so damage 
to the roots of a spinal nerve will 
be shown by disturbance in the skin 
supplied by that particular cutane- 
ous siferve. 


"When trouble of this sort occurs 
the first sign is rednc-ss of the skin 
in some particular region of the 
body. Almost immediately there ap- 
pears a group of vesicles or blisters 
on the reddened area. The place 
most commoniy affected is the bodv. 
over the ribs.
